WASHINGTON, April 16.—The 
defense in the conspiracy trial of 
Harry F. Sinclair suffered a seri- 
ous disappointment at the very 
opening of its case today. Justice 
Jennings Bailey refused to receive 
evidence offered by the defense to 
show that the leasing of Teapot 
Dome Naval Reserve to Sinclair 
by Secretary of the Interior Albert 
B. Fall, in 1922, was made neces- 
sary, or wise, by the danger of 
drainage from adjoining private 
wells. 

The defe#se had made elaborate 
preparations to present expert tes- 
timony, whereby it hoped to show, 
not only that the reserve was 
threatened by draining in 1922, but 
that it actually is being drained 
now. 

In this connection, a clay model 
of the geographical strata in that 
region had been prepared, and a 
number of geologists, some of them 
in Sinclair’s employ, had been sum- 


less by the Judge’s ruling. 

Drainage Testimony Limited. 

In making it, he followed the 
rule laid down by the Supreme 
Court in the decision canceling the 
lease. The highest court held that 
the danger of drainage was no de- 
fense, unless it was shown that Fail 
knew of it when he granted the 
lease.

$25,000 in Liberty bonds he was to 
have them.

NEW YORK, April. 16.—Elis- 
worth Milton Statler, who rose | 
from bellboy to ownership of more 
hotels than any ‘other man in the 


world. died today of pneumonia 
at the Hotel Pennsylvania, which 
he operated. 

Statler, who was 65 vears old, 
was president of the Hotels Stat- 
ler Inc., which operated hostel- 
ries bearing his name in Buffalo, 
St. Louis, Cleveland, Detroit, New | 
York and Boston. His first ven- | 
tures were temporary structures at | 
the Pan-American Exposition at | 
Buffalo in 1901 and at the St. Louis | 
Exposition of 1904, the latter called 
the ‘Inside Inn.” In a recent radio | 
address he said the profits he made 
at the St. Louis World’s Fair start- 
ed him on the way to his big chain 
of hotels. 

He was born in Somerset County, 
Pa., in 1863. As a boy of nine he 
went to work in the ‘glory hole’’ 
of a glass factory in Wheeling, W. 
Va., where he earned 50 cents a 
day. 

He next obtained a job as bell- 
boy at $6 a month at the McClure 
House in Wheeling. 

Statler, who later became known 
as a pungent» forceful public | 
speaker, was fond of recalling that | 
his, first lesson in English came | 
from Tom Duffy, a bartender at 
the McClure House. 

“I seen it wasn’t right,” Statler | 


| had said.

“Never say ‘I seen,’” Duffy cor- 
rected. “Say ‘ I saw,’ that’s En- 
glish. 

Weathered Anxious Days. 

Statler. after successive steps in 
the hotel business, obtained his 
first capital from operating billiard 
rooms. There were anxious days 
after he opened his first restaurant 
in Buffalo but he weathered the 
storm and paid his creditors in full. 

Success with two temporary ex- | 
position hotels caused him to em- | 
bark in the permanent hotel busi- | 
ness. “Statler service” was his | 
business slogan, and it meant! 
among other things the unprece-| 
dented plan of.a bath and running 
ice water with ever room. Hie 
furnished each class of his em- 
ployes with a “code” which em-| 
bodied his personal ideas, and then | 
provided an elaborate system of 
social service for their advance- 
ment and comfort. 

He felt that he had made anoth- 
er great advance in the hotel busi- 
ness recently when every room in 
every Statler Hotel was equipped 
with radio sets which through a 
central control station provided 
the choice of two programs. He 
expressed his pride in this scheme 
in a radio address and said he be- 
lieved that the radio went far to 
do away w'th the loneliness felt by 
a hotel guest who was a stranger 
in the city. 

Largest of His Hotels. 

Hotel Pennsylvania, in ‘New 
York, with 2200 rooms, was the 
largest of the hotels he operated. 

On April 16, 1895, he married 
Mary I. Manderbach of Akron, .O, 
She died in October, 1925. A son 
of this marriage became associated 
with the hotel organization, Stat- 
ler’s second wife was Miss Alice 
Seidler, who had been his secretary 
for 11 years. 

France conferred upon him the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor in 
July, 1926, “in reward of his great 
service to mankind.” 

Statler was a former president 
of the Hotel Men’s Mutual Benefit | 
Association of the United States 
and Canada. He was a thirty- 
third degree Mason and a Knight 
Templar, and had membership in 
several Buffalo and New York 
clubs. His home in recent years 
was at Great Neck, Long Island. 

Statler had returned from the 
South about three weeks ago. He 
became ill with pneumonia and 
complications followed. At his | 
bedside when he died were his 
wife and his son, Milton H. Statler. 
He also is survived by a daughter, 
Elva, and another son, who bore 
his name. 

Private funeral services will be 
held on Wednesday at thé Hotel 
Pennsylvania. Burial] *will be in 
Mount Kensico Cemetery.

THEORY BEGINS AT 


WEST PLAINS, MU. 


Prosecutor Contends Gaso- 
line Fumes Did Not 
Cause Explosion Which 
Killed 40 in Dance Hall.

WEST PLAINS, Mo., April 16.— 
An autopsy held yesterday over the 
body of J. W. Wiser, proprietor of 
the garage in which occurred the 
explosion Friday night which killed 
40 men and women, most of whom 
Were in the dance hall above, 
failed to disclose any condi- 
tion which gave authorities 
further information concerning the 
cause of the tragic blast. The au- 
topsy physicians reported to Coro- 
ner T. R. Burns that Wiser had 
died of skull fracture suffered 
probably when falling debris struck 
him. Fopty bodies have been re- 
covered. 

It has been reported that burns 
on Wiser’s face apparently had not 
been caused by flames from the 
explosion and fire, but that they 
had the appearance of having been 
caused by acid. The physicians 
in their report said these burns 
seemingly had been made by a sud- 
den blast of fire from the garage, 
which had singed and not actually 
burned the skin. 

It was largely because of the re- 
port that the burns may have been 
caused by acid that Prosecuting 


County requested that the body be 
The funeral had taken 
place during the afternoon and the 
body had not been in the grave av 
hour befcre it was exhumed, 
Investigate AttacksTheory.

Through Fog and Blizzard — 
As Told by the Crew 


Unequipped With Landing Skis They: Broke 
Through Ice in Lake on Greenly Island

Island, on the Labradoy main- 
land, a correspondent for the Post-

LONG POINT OF BLANC SAB- 
LON, April 16.—Capt. Hermann 
Koehl, Baron von Huenefeld and 
Maj. James Fitzmaurice found the 
weather forecasts last Wednesday 
night were favorable for the start 
from Baldonnel Field, near Dublin, 
and decided to leave Thursday 
morning. 


The Bremen was flying for 38 
hours, notwithstanding the incon- 
veniences of changing temperature. 
It also was forced to fly generally 
very low. .- 

The weather commenced to be- 
come very alarming as the aviators 
were approaching the Newfound- 
land coast in a very thick fog. But 
shortly the fog went down and 
cleared as the night was coming 
on. 

They were getting nearer and 
nearer to the land that has s0 
much influence on the magnetic 
compass and is known as the dan- 
ger point for the aviators, 

Ran Into Snow and Wind. 

Snow then began, blown by 
strong winds and accompanied at 
intervals by sleet, threatening at 
every moment to add the Bremen 
to the aerial disasters of the North 
Atlantic. 9 

The flyers realized that the 
storm would influence the direc- 
tion their machine was taking, but 
in spite of the very bad flying com- 
ditions, and although their gaso- 
line was running lower and lower, 
they did net lose courage, 


They decided to keep on with 
an endeavor to get their bearings 
and go through to their destina- 
tion. After about 20 minutes they 
could tell that they were flying 
over land, but in the blizzard they 
could see so little of its formation 
that it was impossible to take bear- 
ings. Neverthelese they were 
cheered by the realization that 
they had achieved victory and it 
gave them courage and strength 
to go on. 


Landed on Small Lake. 


Battling for many hours through 
the storm, they discovered at 5:35 
o’clock Friday afternoon a small 
lake in the center of a little island 
about half a mile long and decided 
to land on it. 

As the ship was not equipped 
with pontoons or skiis, needed in 
this country for landing gear, the 
shock on the undercarriage on 
landing was more severe than they 
expected it would be. They 
smashed the ice under the ship as 
they descended and slightly dam- 
aged the tail, but the three aviators 
came out without any injuries. 

Greenly Island, on which they 


l.. rded, is situated three miles from 


the coast, directly opposite the lit- 
tle village of Long Point of Blanc 
Sablon. 

The aviators reported that they 
had found a great hospitality on 
the part of these citizens of Long 
Point, and also had been provided 
with the material necessary to re- 
pair the under carriage of the 
Bremen. 

Attempts to make these repairs 
are now being made in spite of the 
easterly gale and snowstorm which 
is driving all along the Labrador 
coast. Although it is hoped her 
crew will be able ultimately to fly 
to New York, it is considered itm- 
possible to make such an attempt 
in such a storm as this, 

Nevertheless a plane, piloted by 
Duke Schiller, fought through from 
Seven Islands, nearly 400 miles 
away, in the storm and artived 
safely last night after leaving Seven 
Islands at. 3 o'clock in the alter- 
noon. 

Schiller, accompanied by Dr. 
Louis Cuissiner, carried with him 
the necessary parte for repairs to 
the Bremen.

searches, are credited to Prof. 
Harkins. One, in the field of sur- 
face tension and surface films, is 
said to be of first importance com- 
mercially in lubrication and oil flo- 
tation. 

Prof. Harkins has medsured the 
size of molecules by spreading oil 
on water. Placing a drop of oil] on 
water, he allows it to spread out 
until the layer formes one molecule 
thick. From this he calculates the 
size of the molecule, and also the 
force exerted between the oil and 
the. water. 

Prof, Harkins bas won interna- 
tional recognition for his atomic re- 
seadch at the University of Chi- 
cago. 

As chemist in charge of smelter 
smoke investigation forthe Anacon- 
da Farmers’ Association, Prof. 
Harkins made studies which dis- 
closed that the killing of sheep and 
the spread of bodily ills to the in- 
habitants within the range of 
smelter smoke was due to the pres. 
ence of arsenic. He inetituted re- 
forms which wiped out this evil. 

Prof. Harkins was born in Ti- 
tusville, Pa., Dec. 28, 1873. He was 
graduated from Stanford University 
in 1900 engaged in graduate study 
in institutions of the United States 
and Germany, and received his doc. 
tor’s degree from Stanford in 1907 
He has been an instructor at Stan- 
ford, and head of the department of 
chemistry in the University of Mon- 
tana. He became an assistant pro- 
fessor-of chemistry in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago in 1914, attaining 
the grades of associate professor 
and professor. He has been active 
as a lecturer, author and editor.

Fifteen hundred horsepower is 
concentrated in the world’s mos: 
powerful airplane motor which 
was shown for the first time 
at the exhibition, and strong 
vigorous horses they would 
have to be to equal this per- 
fected mechanism, known as 
the Packard X motor with su- 
percharger. The twin to the one 
on exhibition, but without super- | 
charger, is installed in Lieut. Al 
Williams’ special racing plane 
which is creded unofficially with | 
a speed well over 300 miles an/| 
hour. The supercharger adds 250 | 
horsépower to the engine. | 

The English and French engines 
that have made world speed rec- 
ords develop only 1000 horse- 
power for short spurts and with 
an excessively high number of 
of 4000 revolutions per minute, this 
American bid for speed and power 
does its work at 2700 revolutions 
per minute. 

Weight of Airplane. 

The X engine weighs only 18 
ounces per horsepower developed 
(1500 pounds) and its frontal area 
is less than that of motors of only 
a seventh the power. The ex- 
hauste of its 24 cylinders and the 
‘supercharger that forces more fuel 
into the motor than would the or- 
dinary air pressure make a high 
musical note that can be heard 
for miles. 

Last year’s phenomenal increase 
in the number of airplanes built 
was largely due to the wartime 
supply of Curtiss Ox-T engines 
still available from the Govern- 
ment at less than cost price. ‘But 
the supply of these bargain en- 
gines is about exhausted. To pow- 
er the moderate priced airplane 
that will sell for about $4000 to 
$5000 and fill an analagous need 
to that supplied by the $1000 au- 
tomobile today. 

Several low-priced motors of 
about 110 horsepower. are being 
introduced. Several are seen for 
the first time at this exhibition. 
All of them are air-cooled, thus 
following the aeronautical en- 
gineering trail laid down by the 
Wright whirlwind, the Pratt and 
Whitney and other motors of dou- 
ble the power and designed for 
the heavier transport and military 
services.

It is practically certain that Mr. Coolidge will again 
veto the McNary-Haugen bill, but that is not deter- 
ring its advocates. The Senate has just passed it 
again, and it will have @ majority of some fifty votes 
in the House. There is hardly a sufficient vote for it 
in either branch of Congress to pass it over the Presi- 
dent’s veto. 

Indeed, the question of farm relief has passed from 
the domain of legislation into qhat of politics. The 
farm bloc, and all those constrainéd by political ne- 
cessity to join with it in this unique movement, {fs ap- 
parently endeavoring to maneuver Mr, Hoover out 
of the presidential nomination. Mr. Hoover is not 
regarded as a protectionist in regard to agriculture. 
He is a pronounced protectionist in regard to indus- 
try, but his political philosophy has not extended that 
beneficence to farming. Nor does the farm bloc 
think it would do so if he succeeded Mr. Coolidge in 
the White House. 

That would, of course, leave farm relief precisely 
where it is now. Whether the McNary-Haugen scheme 
is practicable or not, and many of those who are 
voting for it doubt this, the fact remains that farm- 
ing is in a dreadful plight and the subsidy project- 
ed by the McNary-Haugen bill is the only relief upon 
which all the students of the situation can agree.

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MONTREAL AND NEW YORK. 


Senator Walsh of Montana contributed to the debate 
on the Great Lakes and St. Lawrence ship canal 
project a few days ago the interesting fact that Mon- 
treal is opposed to it. He says she fears loss of her 
trans-shipping. 

This was news to the New York Senators, who 
have supposed that Montreal, already the second port 
of export in North America, was greatly cheered by 
the expectatiop of displacing New York as the first 
American port of export. Senator Walsh pointed out 
that every argument made against the St. Lawrence 
canal has been disproved by engineers, leaving only 
New York’s natural objection to having the great 
northern highway of commerce diverted from herself 
to Montreal. The St. Lawrence canal would cost ap- 
proximately $148,000,000. To divert the same traffic 
by way of New York would require a waterway cost- 
ing approximately $600,000,000. Montreal is now ex- 
porting annually 90,000,000 bushels of American 
wheat, as compared with 39,000,000 bushels for all 
ports in the United States. It is the trans-shipment of 
so much grain that makes the port of Montreal busy,

ONTROULLING the floods of the Missis- 
ts sippi is the greatest problem ever pre- 

sented to the engineering profession of 
the country, the Panama Canal not except- 
ed. American engineers successfully com- 
pleted the great waterway across Panama 
after others had failed. They can overcome 
the sullen waters of the Mississippi and 
control them as accurately as you drain 
your front yard. Nothing should be per- 
mitted to delay the Government's obtaining 


.the best engineering skill and ample funds 


with which to do the job. 

The success or failure of the flood pro- 
gram will hinge upon whether the Congress 
places the responsibility and authority in a 
single head. Control and responsibility 
must not be divided. 

It is not important whether the Missis- 
sippi River Commission, the army engineers, 
Or a new commission is given control, pro- 
vided that the ablest engineerg are selected 
and supreme authority is vested in a single 
head. No great undertaking can be suc- 
cessful without a supreme directing hand 
as was given Goethals in the Panama Canal,

HE plan of working out in detail and ‘ 


constructing the flood-control works is 
thé most intricate and difficult engineering 
task ever undertaken by man, but the prob- 
lem that the Congress faces is simple and 
direct. It is not the function of “the engi- 
neers to decide how the cost shall be paid, 
nor is it the function of the Congress to 
meddle with the details of the engineering 
problem. The Congress has the right and 
duty to furnish the money and demand defi- 
nite results. The task requires the best en- 
gineering ability in the United States, un- 
hampered by red tape or preconceived no- 
tions, and with ample power under a single 
authority to adopt and exedute a definite 
plan of flood-control works.

HE lower Mississippi Valley is facing its 


second reconstruction period. A _ little 
more than half a century ago its man pow- 
er stacked arms for the last time and 
turned courageously to the overwhelming 
task of rebuilding a section devastated by a 
bloody war. Today the sons and grandsons 
of those same veterans are heroically fac- 
ing a problem which rivals that of the ‘60s. 

More than 20,000 square miles of the rich 
alluvial valley of the Mississippi and its 
tributaries were laid waste. Homes were 
swept away by an invading enemy more 
powerful and irresistible than an army 
which ever set foot on alien soil, Two mil- 
lion livestock were drowned or killed, farm 
implements were lost, newly planted seed 
were washed away, industry and commerce 
were paralyzed, and more than half a mil- 
lion people were driven from their homes.

This flood put to the test again the tradi- 
tional courage of the people. Heroism, such 
heroism as in normal] times would have won 
the applause of a nation, went unnoticed.

HILE we talk about dollars, let us not 


forget the value of a human life. As 

the great seas of muddy, turgid water swept 
over thousands of miles of territory, trans- 
forming happy homes into vast areas of 
waste, newspapers gave the country the en- 
couraging message that the “loss of life was 
surprisingly small.” 
loss of life it looms as a great tragedy. Two 
hundred and forty-six persons went to their 
death during that disaster. Two hundred 
and forty-six homes were broken up by the 
grim reaper riding on the crest of the flood. 
Two hundred and forty-six families, with 
little children left fatherless or motherless, 
will have to readjust their whole lives and 
face an uncertain and difficult future. 

For half a century the people of the val- 
ley have lived and struggled with the ever- 
rresent threat of invasion hanging over 
their heads. Like a great enemy army as- 
sembled on its borders stands the mighty 
Mississippi. We have just witnessed one of 
these ruthless invasions. Picture if you can 
men, women and children scurrying before 
‘the onslaught a Red Cross refugee camp. 
They had to leave behind them all that was 
dear, the accumulations of a lifetime, and 
carry on their backs what little they could. 
They had to flee for their lives, leaving to 
the fury of the waters their homes and pos- 
sessions. If you could have stood at Arkan- 
sas City, Vicksburg or Alexandria, La., you 
would have seen these hapless peonle pour 
in by the thousands, half clad, hungry, 
some of them sick, and in dozens of cases 
mothers holding new-born babies, whose 
natal chambers had been the tops of muddy 
levees—littie refugees born in the night 
without nurse or doctor while their mothers 
waited for rescue. 

The ingenuity of man has not yet devised 
@ way to control some of the furies of the 
elements. Earthquakes destroyed cities in 
California; a hurricane struck Flori and 
many lives were lost. Tornadoes swept 
through the Midwest and killed hundreds. 
A section of Ohio suffered a devastating 
windstorm. These things we cannot pre- 
vent. But if we could and steadfastly. re- 
fused, the blood of these unfortunate people 
would be on our hands. How, then, could 
we justify our refusal to act when we have 
it within our power now to put an abrupt 
stop to the ruthless loss of life, the stagger- 
ing property damage and the disrupting of 
all social, economic and industrial activities 
in the Mississippi Valley? .

dry and warm enough to work. 
The earliest peas that can be safe- 
ly planted are the smooth seeded 
sorts. Alaska is the old standby 
and later varieties are Eureka ani 
Electric that have become popular. 
The smooth-seeded peas will stand 
cold and wet without rotting which 
the better quality wrinkled seeded 
sorts can’t endure. 


The smooth-seeded peas are not 
as of high quality as the wrinkled, 
but as they can be picked earlier 
they are highly desirable and a 
fine crop to precede the sweeter 
wrinkled xind. They can be plant- 
ed about two weeks earlier. Often 
they can be planted in March while 
the wrinkled sorts cannot go iato 
the ground unti] April. The best 
plan is to sow the peas in double 
rows six inches apart. It is now 
known that it is a waste to sow the 
seed as thickly as was formerly 
the custom. It is now found best 
to give each plant two inches of 
room instead of letting them touch. 
Dwarf peas are the most popular 
sorts and are grown almost exclu- 
sively in the small garden. 

Larger crops are produced by the 
tall growing sorts, but they must 
A for winter cutting and with 

the gardener for beautiful 
beds and a wealth of cutting ma- 
terial in summer, the old-fashioned 
annual larkspur is now one of the 
‘indispensable plants for the gar- 
den. The fine new double types 
are the favorites for cutting pur- 
poses, but the old-fashioned taller 
growing single sorts still hold their 
own in decorative value in the 
garden, 

The double stock flowered type 
is now the one almost universally 
srown with fine full spikes of 
rosettes in varying shades of in- 
tense to light blue and purple with 
handsome carmine, rose, pink and 
flesh tints. The Newport pink or 
lustrous carmine is, perhaps, the 
favorite of them all because of its 
fine clear color. 

The seed may be sown any time 
of the year, sprinkled upon the 
ground during a thaw it will ger- 
minate with the first warm daye 
of spring. It should be sown in 
April for July display. It should 
be sown where it is to grow as it 
is a difficult plant to transplant. 
It takes a long time to re-establish 
itself when moved and seldom pro- 
duces as fine results ag when left 
undisturbed. Give the plants at 
least six inches each way in the 
bed. If you cut the terminal spike 
as soon as expanded,.and do not 
allow seed to form, side shoots will 
then develop and continue the 
blooming season for gome time. It 
is best to make succession planting 
to have a supply over a long season,

During the last few 
seasons there have been reports of 
the “black plague,” so destructive 
to perennial delphiniums, attacking 
the annual larkspurs. Liming the 
s0i] well is the best preventive. If 
this pest infects the plants they 
might as well be pulled up and 
burned at once. Lime the soil at 
three week intervals lightly until 
frost, and then fertilize well in 
spring.
